One of the dead was identified 
by Sheriff Frank Cord as Ronald 
J. Wirig, of Mankato, about 35 
years old. 

The tourist camp’s registration 
ledger was lost in the storm, but 
it was believed about 40 persons 
were registered at the place. 

Striking at 7:45 p. m. EST, the 
twister swept through the small 
cabins, three miles South of Man- 
kato, reducing most of them to 
timbers. Twenty-five automobiles 
belonging to cabin residents were 
hurled onto Omaha railroad tracks 
nearby.

Nazi Invasion Blueprint 
For Britain, U.S. Revealed 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—(UP) | 
Adolf Hitlers military blueprints 
for conquering England, Russia 
and eventu ally America were un- 
veiled Saturday night in captured 
German documents published by 
the staff of Justice Robert H 
Jackson, chief United States war 
crimes prosecutor. 

The fuehrer planned a surprise 
crossing of the English Channel 
late in 1940, under protection of 
mine fields that would keep the 
British Navy at bay and heavy ar- 
tillery that would dominate the 
English coast on a broad front. 

But the plan-—

Herman Goering’s Luftwaffe was 
unable to carry out the Hitler or- 
Ger to sweep the Royal Air Force 
from the skies so it could not in- 
terfere with the invasion. 

Hitler's plans to attack 
were outlined in a letter from a 
Major Falkenstein of the German 
general staff to an unspecified 
German general. 

“The fuehrer is at present occu- 
pied with the question of the occu- 
pation of the Atlantic islands with 
a view to the prosecution of the 
War against America at a later 
date.” Falkenstein wrote on

B-29s COMPLETE 
SUB PEN TESTS 


LONDON, Aug. 17—(UP)— 
The Air Ministry announced 
Saturday that American Su- 
perfortresses had completed 
their part of special tests be- 
lieved designed to develop a 
bomb casing able to penetrate 
nearly any depth of steel and 
stone before the explosive in- 
side goes off. 

The tests have been in prog- 
ress for a year on huge sub- 
marine pens with iron and 
concrete ceilings 32 feet thick 
at Farge, near Bremen, Ger- 
many, The German Todt or- 
ganization said the shelters 
were bombproof. The British 
and American tests were so 
secret that foreign observers 
were not invited to watch. 

Allied officers familiar with 
the shelters said they could 
withstand even an atomic 
bomb. The problem thus was 
to perfect a bomb casing that 
would tear into the heart of 
the structure before explod- 
ing. 

Strict secrecy is being main- 
tained on the results of the 
tests.

Free Love, | 
Hitler's Aim 
For Germany 


BERLIN, Aug. 17—(UP)—Adolf 
Hitler and his long missing deputy, 
Martin Bormann, planned a long- 
range postwar free love and poly- 
gamy campaign for Germany in 
order to increase German popula- 
tion and military strength, a mem- 
orandum found in the Reich Min- 
istry of Justice disclosed Saturday. 

The plan was submitted to Hit- 


‘ler by Bormann in January, 1944, | 


and was designed to counter-act 
the effects of German war losses. 
It was also intended to give Ger- 
many an advantage over more rap- 
idly reproducing nationalities to 
the East. 

FEARED “ASIATIC MASSES” | 

Bormann and Hitler, it was re- 
vealed, feared that Germany 
“would be crushed in 100 years by 
the enormous Asiatic population 
masses” and that the “fertility of 
millions of German. women—our 
most important asset’’—would be 
lost. 

Bormann noted concern at the 
war-time slump in the German 
birth rate and the more rapid in- 
crease of Asiatic populations. He 
estimated that after the war Ger- 
many would have 3,000,000 to 
4,000,000 unmarried young women 
who had no prospects of obtaining 
husbands. 

His plan called for all available 
German males to enter into what 


he termed “stable conjugal rela- 


tions” with one or more of these!

ment” to win feminine support for | 
the project. 


Bormann said that women were |

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POTSDAM—AND HEAVEN 


Fluttering Note of Peace From Sky 
Hastened End of War With Japan 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—(4)—A propaganda 
leaflet which fluttered to earth in the Tokyo Palace 
gardens may have ended the war. 

Marquis Koichi Kido, Lord Keeper of the Privy 
Seal and adviser to Emperor Hirohito, told the 
siory to a representative of the Army’s Psychologi- 
cal Warfare Branch at Sagamo Prison while await- 
ing trial as a war criminal. 

Kido’s narrative and other accounts of what 
went on behind the palace walls in the last days 
of the Japanese Empire are contained in a hither- 
to unpublicized report on the psychological war- 
fare campeign against Japan. 

The report discloses also that several hundred 
Kamikaze pilots plotted a mass suicide attack on 
the Battleship Missouri in Tokyo Bay and that a 
providential typhoon in late -August, 1945, prob- 
ably prevented an attack on the first United States 
troops to land in Japan. 

This is the story as related by Kido and others: 

Early in the morning of Aug. 14, 1945, this and 
other dates given here are Tokyo time, he saw 
the familiar American bombers over Tokyo. 

Down came a shower of small rectangular gray 
sheets. Each bore a copy of the Potsdam Declara- 
tion and the Aliics’ reply to Japan’s first offer to 
surrender, submitted three days earlier. Kido car- 
ried one into the palace in great alarm and obtained 
an immediate audience with the Emperor. 

The leaflets, he pointed out, might cause an out- 
break by the 2,000,000 soldiers in the home islan@. 
They did not know that the Emperor had sued for 
peace. They had not even been told anything to 
indicate that the war was being lost. 

Moreover, the terms of the Potsdam Declara- 
tion. unconditional surrender, would infuriate 
them. and the Allied reply—that the Emperor after 
surrender must take orders from the Supreme Com- 
mander for the Allied powers—would sound like 
sacrilege. 

A faction of Army extremists was insisting on 
fichting to the last, and an uprising by the rank 
and file might give them an opportunity to seize 
the Government. Every moment the surrender 
was delayed was dangerous, Kido warned. 

Kido, bald, bearded, round-eyed, found Hirohito 
thoroughly alive to the situation and eager to as- 
sume responsibility. He directed the Cabinet and 
the Supreme Council! for the directors of war to 
meet “in the Imperial presence” within two hours. 

At 10:30 a. m. the Cabinet and the Supreme 
Council gathered before the throne. All were there 
but the War Minister, Anami, who had just com: 


The militarists would agree to no surrender if 
the Emperor's powers were to be,in any way 
abridged. But Hirohito no longer listened to their 
wrangling. 

“It was decided by the Imperial judgment,” as 
Kido expressed it, that Japan would accept the 
Allies’ terms. 

They worked on the rescript all day; it was 
8:30 p. m. when Premier Suzuki submitted a draft 
to the throne. Hirohito made a recording of it, and 
it was broadcast the next morning at 11 o'clock. 
A surrender message had been dispatched, mean- 
while, to the Allied Governments. 


Proud Japan, for 25 centuries a law unto her- 
self, lay prostrate. 

Hirohito had seen it coming for at least three 
months. In May, 1945, he had confided to Kido 
that he wished to end the war as soon as possible. 
In mid-June Kido and Foreign Minister Togo had 
tried to persuade the Supreme Council to seek 
peace—a negotiated peace, for at that time Hirohito 
still hoped to avoid unconditional surrender, 
On June 22 the Emperor summoned the Council 
and directed it to take steps immediately to ap- 
proach Russia on the subject of arranging peace. 
Not until July 10, after Hirohito had repeated his 
command many times, did the council make plans 
to send an emissary to Moscow. Even then the 
militarists’ only thought was that by diplomatic 
maneuvers they might possibly keep the Red Army 
out of the war. | 

Prince Konoye on July 12 was entrusted by the 
Emperor with the Moscow Peace Mission. The 
same day Ambassador Sato in Moscow was in- 
structed to ask permission to send a special envoy 
to Russia. 

The Russians gave Sato no reply, however, and 
on July 26 the Potsdam Declaration was issued. 

The people had seen their cities laid waste in 
the Spring and early Summer. 

The Emperor personally had picked up Ameri- 
can propaganda leaflets in the Palace grounds, and 
he received reports of monitored broadcasts. 

After July 26 the great men of Japan conferred 
repeatedly with Kido and other officials on the 
one topic, “Saving the situation.” Calamity fol- 
lowed calamity. . Atomic bombs desolated Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. Russia declared war. 

As for Hirohito, court ladies reported hearing 
him say with great emotion, “I am going to stop 
this war, and I don’t care what happens to me per- 
sonally.” On the morning of Aug. 9 the Emperor

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FSA Becomes 
FHA; But Wins 
Basic Battle 


“The Farm Security Admin!s- 
tration has won its fight for basic 
legisiation—but lost its name dur- 
ing the scuffle in the closing dags 
of Congress.” 

FSA spokesmen in Atlanta 
greeted President Truman's sign- 
ing of the bill creating the new 
Farmers’ Home Administration 


with this comment.

Lassiter has held authoritative 
positions in various federal agen- 
cies since 1933, and is widely 
known here, where he resided for 
many years prior to his transfer 


to Washington some time ago. 


Augustus Jones, FSA represen- 
fative in this area, predicted that 
Georgia farmers will see little 
change in the streamlined FHA, 
which combines the lending and 
supervisory functions of the old 
FSA and the Emergency Crop and 
Feed Loan Division of the Farm 
Credit Administration. 

What were formerly known as 
operating or rehabilitation loans 
under terms of the Act will be- 
come “production and subsistence 
loans.” Conditions are virtually 
the same as those currently in ef- 
fect for rehabilitation loans—but 
joans must be paid in full within 
five years. 

‘In the farm ownership program, 


the principal change is in an in-| 
crease from three to three and. 
one-half percent in the interest 
rate. Loans still extend for a 
maximum of 40 years under terms 
of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Ten- 
ant Act. 

Benefits of the latter act have 
been broadened to meet the needs 
of veterans, and a new feature of 
the FHA provides for the issuance 
of mortgages on family type farms 
purchased by veterans, tenants, 
and sherecroppers. 

About one-fifth of all farm fami- 
lies in Georgia have received FSA 


loans at one time or another,

The students were South Fulton 
citizens who are receiving institu- 
tional instruction under the Vet- 
erans’ Farm Training administered 
by the county schools in Fairburn, 
They receive four hours instruc- 
tion each week in classrooms and 
an additional two-hour individual 
direction each week on their own 
farm iands. Many of them have 
bought farms with GI loan:

Small told them the _ sericea 
would yield 400 pounds of seed an 
acre, at 25 cents a pound, They 
did some quick figuring and 
agreed the farm could well afford 
to “rest” that field for a year or 
two with that profit. 

They were taken to a _ pasture 
where 22 Hereford cows and their 
20 calves grazed on Dallis grass 
and kudzu in a meadow once car- 
peted with bitterweed. 

“How'd you get rid of that 
stuff?’ they asked Small. 

“Three men leaned over and 
pulled up every sprig,” he an- 
swered laconically. ““That’s what I 
was telling you about elbow 
grease.” 

McManus reminded his students 
that the cows were all considered 
grade animals and the herd was 
being improved by breeding with 
a registered Hereford bull. He ex- 
plained that the pasture will be 
brought to 100 acres within the 
five years to support an estimated 
50 cows anu calves at the end of 
the period. 

Small pointed out the scorched 
round spots in his Kobe lespedeza 
field where Dodder, the parasitic 
‘love vine” had been burned out 
with a blow torch by a roving 
crew, and the crevasse cutting 
through a soybean field which is 
being gradually filled with hay, 
straw and whatever erosion-stop- 
per needs to be cleared off the ad- 
joining land.

August Month of Bull, 
Look To Past Hints

NEW YORK, Aug. 17—(NANA)—The Wall Street experts have 
mixed ideas concerning the future trend of the stock market. Citing

| Looking in another direction, 


they discover discouraging signs. 


in the small volume of trading 
after a long period of heavy turn- 
over; in the fact that the market 
had been rising with little reac- 
tion for about five years when it 
reached a new peak last May and 
has since been uncertain; that a 
state of “undigested securities” ob- 
tains in “off the board” common 
stocks and in numerous new bonds 
and preferred shares which weighs 
on the official market, and that 
conditions parallel to. those pre- 
ceding the break in 1929 are dis- 
tinguishable by those who look 
for them in order to bolster up 
their bearish conclusions. 

The difficulty in reaching a 


‘investment and speculative securi- 
ities is that no precedent exists 
‘for the present economic and so- 
‘cial conditions in this country or 
‘in the area of international poli- 
| tics. That these have u greater 
effect on sentiment today than the 
'former determining factors of cor- 
poration earnings, dividends, 
‘money rates, crops, etc., is appar- 
‘ent. Therefore, the doctors of fi- 
nance are more confused and less 
unanimous in their decisions as to 
the state of health of the market 
than at any recent time.

There are many points of difference— 
But, as the lightning flashes between Amer- 
ica’s James Byrnes and Russia’s V. Molotov at the 
Paris Peace Conference, one cannot fail to recall the growls between 
America’s Woodrow Wilson and France’s Georges Clemenceau, 
“The Tiger.” . 

Molotov believes in an association of nations. 

But he and his fellow Russian diplomats and leaders know the 
way they came to power and, too, they are suspicious and do not 
trust their Allies in peace. Not, one must say, without reason. 

The Russians put their trust in what they call “security.” That 
is to say, in building up “friendly” nations on their borders, de- 
pendent either on Soviet arms or Soviet economics. 

Clemenceau, too, believed in “security’”—French security. He 
believed in setting up a belt of friendiy nations dependent on 
French arms and economics. He called it “A Cordon Sanitaire,” 
a sanitary cordon to protect France, and Europe, from Germany. 

In those days Europe had a proverb: 

“Scratch any peace treaty and you will find French security.” 

Today Europe hes another proverb. 

“Scratch any peace treaty and you will find Russian security.” 


Bayonets, Ideals Woodrow Wilson talked of ideals and the 

self-determination of small peoples. (Our 
Mr. Byrnes was speaking just a day ago about human rights all 
over the world.) 

“The Tiger,” with much the same attitude of Molotov, thought 
words were fine things indeed. But France, he said, had been saved 
by bayonets. Not ideals. 

He was as realistic, cynical and logical as is Molotov today. 

The Soviet leaders cannot honestly understand why we do not 
take a strong hand in South and Central America. They would 
have nothing at all to say about it if we would.let them have a 
strong hand in Europe and China. 

So Clemenceau sneered at Wilson’s fine words. 

He wanted security for France. He said that if France were 
attacked again America would come, three years later, with two 
million words. 

Once he said to Col. House, Wilson's “Harry Hopkins”: 

“IT can get on with you. You are practical. But talking with 
Wilson is like trying to talk to Jesus Christ.” 

Once Clemenceau hotly shouted that Wilson was “pro-German.” 
(Molotov has openly cried that America and Britain are in a bloc 
seeking to rebuild Germany.) 

Clemenceau was dogged, domineering, bullying, by turns cold 
and enraged. ... He reminds one very much of Molotov at. Paris 
today, 

He never really liked Wilson. In 1925 he wrote: “Wilson was 
a noble figure, but he did not appreciate the facts or the significance 


of European history.” 

Today With all its faults, and they were not so many as the 
critics or the Nazi German propagandists would have us 

believe—the Treaty of Versailles’ greatest failure lay in the. fact 

it did not include Russia. 

Perhaps it could not have done so. 

Russia, even then, was in the midst of a bloody civil war. It was 
not possible to determine which group of officials would represent 
the nation. 

Wilson wanted to arrange it. He tried to bring about a meeting 
of the Russian elements, under an armistice, but it failed. The 
Russians were suspicious. The French were adamant. They would 
have none of it. 

The Treaty of Versailles covered only Western and Central 
Europe, Turkey and Germany’s colonies and islands. 

The Conference could say nothing about Poland’s eastern bor- 
ders. They were then involved in the Russian civil war. 

It is self-evident now—as it should have been then—that no 
European peace could be made without the nation which makes 
up about one-seventh of the world, including much of Europe. The 
peace of Europe was determined, and signed, when one-half of 
Europe was still at war within itself. 

Wilson failed because America failed. 

France had her Maginot line and her bayonets. 

The stern old Calvinist has the last word and justification. 

Maybe Paris of 1946 will see that.

A Few Quotations 
Regarding Poverty 


The man or woman so short of finances they 

are hard put to secure the bare necessities of 

7 a life arouses only pity. The person who does, 

somehow, manage to find those necessities, but who is subject to 

constant worry because of the precarious state of his affairs, be 

cause of debts overdue, because he is a slave to the weekly pay 

envelope—lacking reserve resources— is likewise due extreme sym- 
pathy. 

Nevertheless, what we call poverty is ofttimes something en- 
tirely different. The man or woman sometimes classified as poor 
may be truly rich, in the finest sense of the word. On the other 
hand, those we call rich because they have accumulated bulging 
possessions, frequently are among the poorest among us. 

Real riches consists in having sufficient to fill all needs and 
desires that bring contentment and in not aspiring after unneeded 
surplus. : 

Seneca, the old Roman philosopher, expressed this idea in one 
sentence: 

“Not he who has little, but he who wishes for more, is poor.” 

: Our own American Mark Twain had something 
Mark Twain of the same idea when he wrote, “He is now fast 
rising from affluence to poverty.’ Meaning that the riches acquired 
merely had accentuated acquisitiveness, thus making him poor be- 
cause of ever-mounting desires. 

Samuel Johnson said that wealth excludes only one evil—pov- 
erty, and Emerson, writing of Christ, said, ““‘The greatest man in 
history was the poorest.” 

It is easy to understand that complete contentment actually is 
the peak of wealth. Regardless of how much any individual may 
possess, according to the financial measurement of riches, he has 
arrived at the ultimate in wealth when he knows he has every- 
thing he needs, when he hungers for nothing more. 

On the other hand, the man whose dollar-wealth may be in the 
millions classification, still is poor if his days are devoted to frantic 
effort to get more, if he is never satisfied with what he has. 


Value of Acquisitiveness It is, though, obvious that the 


driving urge to acquire ever 
more dollars is an important factor in modern civilization. 

It is this urge which ‘has impelled men to build, to discover, to 
invent. It is this urge which has created the great commercial and 
industrial foundation on which our national prosperity rests: It 
is this urge which brings ever better material equipment for liv- 
ing to us all. 

It remains true, though, that the man with sufficient, and no 
more, if he be content, is the only truly rich man among us. 


Tracy Mathewson, the world traveled news pho- 
tographer, once told me about the two richest

men he ever met. 

They were a father and his son, They owned, and lived on, an 
island. Ii my memory serves, Tracy said it was near the mouth of 
the Mississippi. 

Save for tobacco, an occasional pair of overalls or pants and a 
shirt, and a few other commercial items, they found everything 
necessary to comfort on that island or in the nearby river. Game 
was plentiful. The river was teeming with fish. All they required 
for food grew wild or was theirs for the hunting or fishing. They 
had a simple shack for home and two or three boats for transpor- 


tation. 


They went to a nearby town about once a year to swap furs 
for their simple requirements. Tracy doubted if they had ever 
owned, in actual money, 10 dollars at one time in all their lives. 

Yet they lived like kings, utterly independent, utterly content. 

“The richest men I ever knew,’ was Tracy’s comment. 

I do not mean to imply we all should seek

should all quickly revert to life as lived by primitive man. 

We must still achieve. Still strive. 

But let our striving be for achievement other than the mere 
accumulation of dollars for our selfish use.

The 
“eounty unit” method of count- 
ing which gives to the citizen of 
the smaller counties so “fruch 
greater weight in an election ‘than 
it does to the voter in the larger 
counties, is obviously a negation 
of that principle. Its supporters 
claim that our “county unit” sys- 
tem is analogous to our “electoral” 
method of selecting our Presi- 
dents by the votes of states, in- 
stead of by the majority vote of 
all the nation. But the analogy 
breaks down in the vitally signifi- 
cant fact that “electoral” votes 
are apportioned to the states ac- 
cording to the varying population 
of the states, subject to changing 
apportionment with changes in 
population. (Whether the applica- 
tion of this principle is perfectly 
fair or not, it is an effort to give 
equal representation to all our 
citizens.) In striking contrast, the 
apportionment of votes to coun- 
ties in Georgia is arbitrary and 


the normal voting strength of dif- 
ferent counties. 

The supporters of the “county 
unit” system also support it on the 
ground that it is a protection of 
the rural voters from the political 
machines of the cities. But it is 
notorious that our smaller coun- 
ties in many cases are dominated 
by minority groups, and a shrewd 
demagogic organizer may find it 
easy to unite them into a ma- 
chinelike control of the entire 
‘State. Is not this domination of 
the cities by the country just as 
serious a menace to our democ- 
‘racy as the urban domination of 
‘the rural peoples?

During the week that has passed since I was asked to pinch 
hit for the usual writer of this column, I have made verbal and 
written inquiries of several hundred former soldiers, sailors, ma- 
rines, coast guardsmen and Wacs, Waves and Spars. 

The result is_like a gigantic jig-saw puzzle, into which al] the 
pieces have not yet been fitted. The picture is beginning to take 
form, though, and it is something like this. 


We want an enlarged and expanded educational program in 
Georgia so that every boy and girl in Georgia can expect and re 
ceive a public school education of 11 or 12 years of nine school 
months each year. We realize that this is the law now, but we 
want sufficient public financing and appropriations to carry it out. 

We want an enlarged and expanded University System of Geor- 
gia with adequate dormitory and classroom facilities, and reduced 
tuition costs and fees. A large number of us feel that there should 
be at least one Junior College in every Congressional District, and 
that each such Junior College should be well equipped as to its 
physical plant and should be staffed with an instructional staff 
proportionate to that of the major units of the University System. 

For those high school graduates who do not want to attend 
college, we believe that vocational and trade schools should be 


established in all parts of the State. 

Health We want better and more effective public health laws. 
During our war service we have seen the results of both 

healthful and unhealthful living conditions in all parts of the world. 

On all the above questions there was almost an unanimity of 
opinion. On these questions which are discussed briefly below there 
was a slight division of opinion but the answers given in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs generally give the views of the majority of the 
veterans inquired of. 

We do not at this time want or advocate any State paid bonuses 
for military service. 

We do not want free drivers’ licenses for life. We believe that 
an annual renewal of drivers’ licenses is necessary to keep unquali- 
fied persons from operating motor vehicles on public highways 

If the State sees fit to give veterans an exemption of any kind, 
it would seem that a period of exemption from ad valorem taxes 
equal to that period spent in service, or a five-year flat period wou! 
be an adequate exemption.

Under present living conditions, most 
Progress strongly in favor of State legislation to contro! 
The present housing shortage and the imminent threat of infla- 
tion seem to demand that the State take action to staoilize rents 
and help keep down the cost of living. 

Many other questions were discussed, too numerous to relate 
here, but the sum and substance of them all was about the same. 
The returned veterans of Georgia want sound and progressive legis- 
lation. We are not radicals, neither are we reactionaries. For the 
most part we are the same young men and women who gave up 
our civilian jobs and professions to become soldiers, and left our 
homes, industrial plants and farms to fight on all continents and 
on all oceans. Over 90 percent of us who survived have returned 
to Georgia because of'all the places we have seen we like Georgia 
best: we have all come back with a determination to make Georgia 
a better place and to do our part of that job. 

After World War I, nearly 60 per cent of the returning Georgia 
veterans either did not return to Georgia or moved away shortly 
after their return. The obvious reason for this was that they found 
better places to live, or places that they thought were more in 
keeping with the progressive age in which they lived. This is an 
amazing fact, but nevertheless true. Unless Georgia keeps abreast 
of other States, the same thing will happen again. The veterans of 
this, our Georgia, expect and demand the enactment of such laws 
and other legislation that will make possible the advancement and 
progress to which we feel that all Georgians are entitled.

About 60 percent of this “rush 
business” consists of apprehen- 
sive tenants, Stanford said, with 
irate landlords providing the bal- 
ance. Owners and tenants alike 
want to know “just where they 
stand” under the new OPA. 

“The answer.” the Rent Attor- 
ney declared, “is that everybody

“STERLING NORTH SAYS 


James Branch Cabell Still 
Bitter, Brittle, Superficial 


/THERE WERE TWO PIRATES. By James Branch Cabell. 


Straus. 121 pp. $3. 


I have often felt that Cabell for all his phallic prose is little more 
than a twig from Fraser's “Golden Bough” pressed dry between the 


pages of Anatole France. 


He is certainly America’s busiest self-plagiarist, whether spinning 
out the interminable Poictesme series under his full name or smirking 
through “Smirt,” “Smith” and “Smire” as mere Branch Cabell. 


Root and branch he is the same 
Cabell. But out of consideration 
to a younger alter-ego—a shade 
lived in that far-off realm 
of the 1920's where there were no 
shadows—we must all admit that 
once upon a time we felt Cabell 
was astonishingly daring, a great 
prose stylist, a satirist with a witty 
and wicked pen, and the creator 
of a fabulous folk-lore. 

Few of us were bright enough to 
realize that Cabell’s attitude to- 
ward many things (particularly 
sex) passes directly from adoles- 
cence into senility with no inter- 
vening period of maturity, 

All of Cabell’s men are erotic 
bores whose technique in such 
matters has a startling pubescent 
quality. All of his golden girls are 
garrulous fools. No wonder the 
author is bitter, brittle, superficial 
and occasionally bored and there- 
fore boring. His closest approach 
t. life is the dream stuff of his 
own novels. 

Nor is anyone likely to change 
his opinion by reading “There 
Were Two Pirates; a Comedy of 
Division,” concerning the penniless 
hidalgo, Jose Gasparilla, whose

Crime Plays 
Make Good 


Bedside Book

On the assumption that every- 
body loves a good murder, Van 
Cartmell and Bennett Cerf have 
put into a single volume 13 of 


plays ever presented in America, 
ranging in years from 1899 to 
Pearl Harbor. These plays, ac- 
cording to the anthologists, are 
superlative examples of the school 
of drama made to order for audi- 
ences who want to hiss and tell. 


A companion piece to the five 
other highly successful drama 
anthologies edited by Cerf and 
Cartmell, “Crime and Detection,” 
is an ideal bedside book, contain- 
ing the most spine-tingling atmos- 
phere this side of Poe. On sleep- 
less nights you can prop yourself 
up in bed or settle in your favor- 
ite library chair, and, with the 
windows open to the rains and 
high wind, wallow and revel in 
your favorite kind of murder or 
mental torture till morning. 


A well-balanced collection, this 
volume contains everything from 
melodrama of the Gaslight Era 
(“Sherlock Holmes’’) to the suave 
and glib sadism of the present 
time (“Night Must Fall’). Most 
of these plays have never been 
presented professionally in Atlan- 
ta, but people familiar with the 
New York stage will recall with 
delight such terror-provokers as 
“Seven Keys to Baldpate,” “The 
Thirteenth Chair,” “The Cat and 
the Canary,” “The Bat,” and “An- | 
gel Street. ” 

From a literary point of view, 
the arm-chair detective can dis-| 
cover for himself one striking | 
fact concerning crime drama; in| 
the past 50 years the emphasis has | 
shifted from the direct to the in- 
direct. No longer does the mus- 
tachioed villain tie the pretty or- | 
phan girl on the railroad track or 
the saw mill belt; nowadays he 
and quietly makes her 
drive herself mad or kill herself 
or attempts any number of little 
diabolical tricks in so-called “psy- 
chological” murders.

Envisions Helicopters 


As far back as 1908 he wrote of 
helicopters and the air age. He 
was strikingly right about the as- 
pects of World War II, when in 
1921 he wrote: 

“Armies will advance no longer 
along roads, but extend in line, 
with heavy tank transport which 
will plough up the entire surface 
of the land they traverse. 

“Aerial bombing with bombs 
each capable of destroying a small 
town, will be practicable a thou- 
sand miles beyond 
front. 

“There will be no discrimination | 


between combatants and non-com- | 


batants. The victor in the next 
war will be bombed from the air, 
starved.and depleted almost as the 
loser. It will be a triumph of the 
exhausted and dying over the 
dead.” 

For at least 40 years before his 
death he pleaded the case of world 
government as thé only hope of 
peace. He thought the League of 
Nations would fail, but held some 
hope for United Nations. But the 
implacable foe of each, he protest- 
ed, was sovereignty. He called for 


a banishment of borders, flags and | 


delusions that “nations could form 
and live as ancient Rome.” 

The alternate of world Govern- 
ment, he declared in 1920, was 
a road “at last either to complete 
extinction or to a degradation be- 
yond our present understanding.” 

Wells made many references to 
the coming of the atomic bomb, 
in novels, articles and books writ- 
ten between 1914 and 1920. 

In 1953—according to a Wells 
prophesy of 1914—there will ap- 
pear a compact atomic energy ma- 
chine (he called it the Holston- 
Roberts engine’), which: will re- 
place steam engines in the genera- 
tion of electricity.

No copy remains of this master- 
piece, but it was frequently described 
in antiquity by those who had seen it. 
It showed the goddess wringing the 
water out of her long tresses, and the 
drops, falling in the sunlight, formed 
a transparent silver screen. 

The Eleusis episode reminds us of 
her appearance in a law court. Ac- 
cused of impiety, she was defended by 
Hypereides, one of the ten Attic 
orators. He was famous for more 
than legal knowledge, a man of fas- 
tidious and cultivated taste, a lover of 
beauty, and a recognized art. connois- 
seur. When, in spite of his efforts, 
the case was going against Phryne, 
he played his trump card by slipping 
her gown from her shoulders. She 
was acquitted. 

The gown Hypereides dispensed 
with was voluminous and modest.

Aspasia is remembered for her 
remarkable mind, but how good- 
looking she was, we don’t know. 
Phryne had both brains and beauty— 
perhaps not too much brains, but 
certainly a kind heart, a gorgeous 
sense of humor and unique loveliness. 

She was born at Thespiae in 
Boeotia. Her father, Epicles, was 
very poor, and during childhood she 
earned her living by gathering capers 
—an industry neither exhilarating 
nor profitable.

It was like her never to be ashamed 
of her origin nor of her early occupa- 
tion. Her cheerful talent for being 
herself won the respect of her neigh- 
bors, and even when she became 
wealthy and resided in Athens, she 
remained loyal to her home town. 

Her parents gave her the name 
Mnesarete, which means “Remember 
Goodness,” but since her complexion 
in childhood was villainous, the other 
little girls, bless their hearts! called 
her Phryne, or Toad. She refused to 
be called anything else after her 
appearance improved, 

The stories about her suggest a 
genius for publicity. When Thebes 
was captured by Alexander the Great, 
she offered to rebuild the walls of the 
city if she could place on them this 
inscription: “Destroyed by Alexander, 
Rebuilt by Phryne the Hetaira.” 

When the Thebans declined the 
offer, she admitted, laughing, that she 
hadn’t really hoped for permission to 
use the walls as a billboard. 

She found her admirers among 
great painters and sculptors, with an 
occasional lawyer. It was said, either 
by herself or by her critics, that she 
wanted men around who could im- 
mortalize her beauty or at least keep 
her out of jail. 

During the celebration of Posei- 
don’s Feast at Eleusis, in the presence 
of the multitude, she dropped her 
gown, let down her hair, plunged into 
the sea, and then came slowly out 
again. Appeles, the court painter of 
Philip and his son, Alexander the 
Great,- saw this performance and

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Eleusis, she threw off another gown 
equally voluminous and modest. The 
fact is that Phryne understood the 
principle of artistic strip-teasing. The 
revelation of herself was dramatic 
because it was prepared for by a 
build-up of reticence. 

This interpretation is supported by 
several statues by Praxiteles, her 
most ardent and most constant ad- 
mirer. He liked best to portray her 
as Venus or Aphrodite, and his 
interpretations of the goddess have 
one characteristic which was new in 
Greek sculpture. Phryne probably 
invented it. Perhaps she tried it out 
on Appeles when she came out of the 
sea. 
An Aphrodite by Praxiteles is 
always completely nude, and the 
goddess always seems aware of her 
nudity and exquisitely embarrassed. 
To explain the nudity of his Aphro- 
dites, he portrayed them stepping 
into their bath. Since goddesses bathe 
in private, the exquisite embarrass- 
ment was not occasioned by in- 
terested spectators, but rather 
by the supersensitiveness of 
the soul forced to recog- 
nize the existence of the 
body.

OFTEN when a piece of 
furniture or a certain 
feature of 


the house is 
passable” or “good 
enough” we let it stay that 
way. But when something 
is definitely unattractive 
we go after it with ideas 
and ingenuity and more 
likely than not come up 
with something quite lovely. 

A friend of mine moved 
into an apartment which 
had a disreputable old fire- 
place in the living room. 
Many coats of paint applied 
over blistered undercoats 
had given it a lumpy, un- 
sightly appearance. Using 
a paint scraper and paint 
remover, she worked down 
to the original fine old 
pickled wood base and 
rubbed it up with wax. 
Needless to say, the fire 
place is now the focal point 
of her room. 


Combine Colors 


O MATTER how unat- 

tractive a wall may be, 
it can be transformed by 
draping the whole thing 
from ceiling to floor. Per- 
haps the windows are badly 
proportioned or set out of 
line; or the wall itself may 
have a rough, cracked sur- 
face—al] this disappears be-

hind the drapery. Buy as 
many lengths as you need to 
allow the material to hang 
full. Usually twice the 
width of the wall is enough 
—the thinner the material, 
the more you will need. It 
is much better to buy inex- 
pensive material and have 
plenty of it than to buy 
more expensive material 
and have it look skimpy. 
Don’t sew the strips to 
gether lengthwise; let them 
hang freely so they can be 
pushed apart at the win- 
dows when desired. Striped, 
floral, or plain material 
may be used. Two plain 
colors can be combined. 
The center might be made 
up of three panels of gray 
material with a panel of a 
deep wine shade on either 
side. This type of drapery 
is smart and dramatic and 
has the effect of suggesting 
a large studio window. 

Some converted apart- 
ments have doors which are 
nailed shut and no longer 
used. Such a door can be 
disguised by setting book- 
shelves across the door 
frame. If you don’t want 
the shelves to go clear to 
the floor, build in a drop- 
leaf table at a convenient 
height under the shelves to 
be used as a desk. 


Dress Up the 


Don’t discard small, odd- 
sized tables because they 
are in bad condition or 
don’t harmonize with the 
rest of your furniture. An 
old table, if it is sturdy, can 
be converted into an asset 
in the same way the un- 
sightly wall was—by drap- 
ing it. Cut a circular piece 
of material several inches 
larger in diameter than the 
top of the table. It should 
hang about seven inches 
over the edge. Attach a 
gored skirt to this, using 
three or four pieces of 
wedge-shaped material. Let 
the skirt hang clear to the 
floor. You may wish to 
stitch cording of contrast- 
ing gr harmonizing color 
into the seam which at- 
taches the top piece with

the skirt. This type of 
cover looks best on a round 
table. If yours is square or 
rectangular, cut out a 
round piece for the top 
from plywood or beaver- 
board; place the cover over 
it, and you have a charm- 
ing new lamp table with a 
continental flavor.

ANY of the benefits the female hormone 
brings to women:—the relief from feelings 
of insecurity and indecision which I de- 
scribed last week—can be secured by men, too, 
through the use of the male hormone. 

These male hormones are called androgens. 
They not only have a vital importance in the in- 
tricate regulation of the human body, but also in 
many other ways, too little realized, they can 
contribute to a man’s success OF failure in life. 

Without the proper proportion and quality of 


The male hormone receives the credit. 

It is not only the growing boy or the man in 
early maturity who is benefited by the androgenic 
(medical name for the male hormone) treatment. 
The condition of the underdevelopment or ab- 
sence of primary male function, being “euna- 
choid,” may be observed at the peak of manhoed.

Modern treatment with the male hormone is 
of interest to parents whose small children show 
an incomplete physical development. 

One boy baby, at the age of six months, 
weighed 19 pounds and seemed quite normal in 
most respects. It was evident, however, from 
certain physical symptoms, that his glandular 
development was retarded. To correct the condi- 
tion physicians advised his mother to rub his 
back, abdomen and thighs each day for five min- 


troubles. One examination of the men suggested 
that they lacked sufficient amount of the male 
hormone. The doctor gave them testosterone. 

Soon their voices “changed” as they should 
have done 10 and more years before. Instead of 
singing a childish soprano er tenor they switched 
to baritone or bass. 

For the first time the wisps of hair on their 
cheeks began to stiffen and grow into beards. 
They bought razors and began to learn to shave. 
They became mature men. 
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General physical and mental improvement, bet- 
ter appetite, better humor, sleep and work, was 
reported by 70 per cent of the whole group. 

A great deal as to the results depends on the 
method of treatment, which must be tailored to 
the meed of each individual. The male hormone 
may be given by injection (as testosterone pro- 
pionate), or swallowed as tablets, Or by “im- 
plantation.” A pellet of the hormone, in solid 
crystal form, is “implanted” under the skin or 
under the muscle. Each such implant remains 


ailments due to glandular disturbances. In fact 
in a number of cases the treatment markedly re- 
vived the lost feminine characteristics. 

If very large doses of the hormone had been 
employed the effects probably would have been 
quite opposite _that is, the feminine characteris- 
tics would have been further diminished. 

It has to be pointed out here that the terms 
“male” and “female” hormones are unscientific, 
and physicians do not like them. The reason is 
that in each normal human being both types of 


this endocrine secretion meant to man. This 
slow progress is in sharp contrast to the study 
of glands like the adrenals and the thyroid whose 
bodily activities were not suspected until years 
after the influence of the gonads was proven. Yet 
the chemical secretions from the adrenals and 
the thyroid gland were isolated and made syn- 
thetically years before the male hormone, tes- 
tosterone, was finally produced in the laboratory. 

It was the French scientist Brown-Sequard 
and his personal experiments of 1889 that gave

case of a dead horse 
dragged through Indiana 
courts until a thoroughly 
disgusted judge _ recently 
cried “Nay!” and threw it 
out for keeps. 

Gretchen—for that was 
the name of the animal— 
was responsible for eight 
trials before six judges, of 
whom three died in the 
course of the _ protracted 
litigation. 

Three lawyers involved in 
the legal maze also died.

At the trial on appeal, 
Alfred Olson, a neighbor of 
Auctioneer Anderson, swore

the morass of words that 
cost the taxpayers and the 
principals a pretty penny 
in court and lawyers’ fees. 

Back in 1933, Ben Ander- 
son of Chesterton, Ind., sold 
Gretchen, veteran of a milk 
wagon route, to Ben and 
Vernon Kuehl, farmers near 
Valparaiso, at a livestock 
auction. 


TH Kuehls, told by An- 
derson that Gretchen was 
sound of body, with excel- 
lent wind and plowing 
strength, made a cash down 
payment and gave a $100 
note for the balance. 

After the Kuehls took the 
horse home, they said, it 
soon became apparent that 
she was badly wind-broken. 
They refused to pay the 
rest of the purchase price. 

Auctioneer Anderson be- 
gan a suit for repossession, 
the first gun in the pro- 
longed legal battle. Armed 
with a writ, a constable 
went to the Kuehl farm, 
only to discover that CGret- 
chen had died. But she had 
left behind her bay foal, 
Suzie Belle. 

Aware that a Supreme 
Court decision held that a 
colt follows its dam, the 
constabie seized Gretchen’s 
offspring. 

The Kuehls protested and 
engaged a lawyer who de- 
manded the return of Suzie 
Belle and $200 damages. 

The trial jury disagreed, 
though a majority favored 


that Gretchen had trotted 
a fast clip for six miles, 
carrying 40 bushels of 
corn — that she neither 
panted nor puffed. 

On the other hand, John 
Schau, a Flint Lake farmer, 
said that on the first day 
the Kuehls tried to work 
Gretchen hitched to a plow 
he could hear her whistle 
and blow 30 rods away. 

And so. it went through 
three subsequent trials. 

The Kuehls won four suc- 
cessive victories, but each 
time the Anderson estate 
gained a new trial. 


INALLY the case came 

up for the eighth time, 
before Special Judge Ira C. 
Tilton sitting in Superior 
Court in Valparaiso. Citing 
the mountain of testimony, 
motions and objections that 
had accumulated, the deaths 
of three judges, three law- 
yers, Auctioneer Anderson 
and Gretchen herself, Judge 
Tilton said: 

“There is nothing in this 
case that is worthy of this 
court. The pleadings have 
become a plague to the tax- 
payers and a strain on the 
judiciary and on common 
sense. Whatever the orig- 
inal issues may have been, 
they have ceased to have 
legal existence.” 

So, at last, judges, law- 
yers and the good people 
of Indiana have stopped 
horsing around over Gret- 
chen’s moldering bones.

Michael J. Murphy closed in 
on Ryan. A squad of police 
was with him. They went 
to the sixth floor, broke in 
—and at first thought their 
quarry had eluded them, 
with Miami*’his destination. 

The apartment looked 
empty. Then they heard 
the heavy breathing of a 
man behind a closet door. 
They rushed it, and there 
was stocky, middle-aged 
Tom Ryan, crouching over 
a valise crammed with $16,- 
000 in cash, grinning sheep- 
ishly, for all the world like 
a small boy caught with a 
bag of forbidden candy. 

“Come along,” said In- 
spector Murphy. Ryan didn’t 
have to be told why. 

The next day, acting on 
information from the 
Journal-American, police 
finished off Ryan. They 
smashed into a five-room, 
deep-carpeted suite on 
Broadway; found it elab- 
orately equipped as a racing 
service headquarters but not 
yet put imto use; and seized 
evidence. There were 13 
telephones, an amplifying 
system and a new panel 
board having 200 wires. 

The raids were regarded 
as amomg the most im- 
portant of the kind made in 
the East, and they nipped 
Ryan’s ambitions, although 
through an ironic kink of 
law it was found there 
wasn’t enough legal evidence 
to warrant bringing the de- 
fendants to trial. They were 
freed, but for once a great 
racing racket set-up was 
smashed, and New York’s 
then Mayor Fiorello La- 
Guardia, long a crusader 
against racketeers, was well 
pleased.

Laws make betting 
behind a racetrack fence 
legitimate; they make bet- 
ting on the other side of the 
fence illegal.

A bet phoned from 
New York is taken in New 
Jersey and the telephone 
company’s position at times 
has been that it is obligated 
to provide a phone, if it can, 
when the phone is ordered, 
and that it has no police 
power to investigate the 
uses to which a subscriber 
may want to put the phone. 

There’s no higt that public 
utilities are taking gambling 
graft. They’re in business; 
they make profits. But it 
is their business, as con- 
ducted in the interest of 
racing racketeers, which 
makes bedfellows of bookies 
and bribed public servants. 

New York proved that 
when it smashed the Ryan 
outfit. Yet it was only one 
defeat in one year. Since 
then, broad charges have 
been made that police are 
being corrupted by racing 
racketeers. Mayor William 
O’Dwyer, succeeding the 
crusading LaGuardia, has 
ordered a departmental 
probe—and it hasn't prom- 
ised much. 

Now it’s up to New York 
again, as it is to the other 
big cities where the racing 
Syndicate threatens, to 
make honest government 
work.

ODAY’S growing girls need dis- 
cipline. That’s the answer, in my 
opinion—based on experience, ob- 
servation and historical research—to 
the problem of juvenile delinquency.

Frankly, I think girls need chap- 
erons. I was reared with one. I did

Girls were happy then, too. They 
had none of the dissatisfaction, crav- 
ing for pleasure and excitement, and 
emptiness of heart and mind which 
so afflict our present-day young girls. 
They knew their place in society was 
secure, that they would séme day 
marry and have happy, well-ordered 
households of their own. 

It is significant that juvenile de- 
linquency rises sharply during periods 
of prosperity and as sharply°* during 
periods of economic depression. This 
is contrary to the theories of idealists, 
who believe that a superior social and 
financial environment reduces juve- 
nile crime. 

Youthful crime was almost non-ex- 
istent among the Puritans. First of 
all, there was an integration of re- 
ligion and home life. The Bible and 
the hearth were the core of living for 
those people. 

In such an atmosphere the natu- 
ral criminal was forced to suppress 
his dangerous instincts or suffer sure 
and terrible penalties. There were 
no sentimental judges to mutter 
maudlin excuses and suspend sen- 
tences and no impractical idealists 
who believed crime was all a matter 
of glands or a small pay envelope. 

The Puritan society was not rich. 
It was often desperately poor. Ac- 
cording to the theorists, this should 
have resulted in a criminal society. 
But the Puritan life was so rich in 

| its discipline, its home life, 
espect for authority and the mind 


security—that it 
needed no spuri- 
ous entertain- 
ment to keep it 
occupied or to 
discourage moral 
laxity.

which has not been 
earned by some work 
around the house and 
that his daughte 
until married, must 
have some sort of 
chaperonage. 
The mother must 
learn ‘that her first 
cause is the welfare and safety of 
her children, that smart clothing, 
beauty parlors, card games, bright 
conversation amd outdoing the neigh- 
bors are not worth the ruin of daugh- 
ters and the criminality of sons. 

If a mother cannot have a career 
which she can conduct in her home 
during the hours the children are*at 
school, then her career is not worth 
having. Her work in an office or a 
factory is trivial compared with the 
guardianship of her children. The 
world certainly will not suffer from 
her absence. 

The vast majority of women will 
do a great deal better in expressing 
their personality around the stove 
and among their children. 

An insignificant job is no substi- 
tute for a happy household, and the 
small sums that may be earned are 
less important than the possibility of 
injury or disgrace for her children. 

Parents, too, must reform. 
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ULIA CURRAN BERRY, night 
operator at Chicago’s La Salle 
Hotel, must have had a premoni- 

tion of tragedy as she pulled on her 
headset and watched the flashing 
lights make their slowly changing 
patterns on the big switchboard.

By then, fire 
that was to kill 60 and injure scores 
was racing into the lobby of the 22- 
story hotel in the center of the Chi- 
cago financial district. 

The flames burst from the Silver 
Lounge, off the main lobby, and 
whirled upwards through the sup 
posedly fwreproof structure. McNa- 
mara cafled Mrs. Berry again. 

“Get out quick”—his words 
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Bradfield pushed the telephone 
room door open and found the 44 
year-old operator gasping and chok- 
ing at her board. 

“For God's sake, Julia,” he shout- 
ed, “get out of here at once. The fire 
is sweeping up the stairs.” 

No one will ever know what 
thoughts raced across Mrs. Berry's 
mind then. 

Perhaps she thought of her fa- 
therless son (Mrs. Berry had been a 
widow for eight years), now only 16, 
and how she had worked to send 
him to college; and how if anything 
happened to her he couldn't go. 

Whatever she thought, she didn’t 
let it interfere with her devotion to 
duty. Long* ago- she had been an 
operator since she was 16—she had 
learned the code. 

She didn’t have time to turn 
around. She kept manipulating the 
plugs, calling: the guests. 

Bradfield grabbed her and tried to 
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nd a high wall of water 
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rooms of the hotel's 100-odd guests. 

She stayed at her board until her 
clothing was wreathed in flames. Her 
dress and hair were ablaze when she 
finally stumbled into the street, 
where she collapsed. She died later. 

Sometimes these performances 
above and beyond the call of duty are 
unnecessary. Investigations into the 
La Salle tragedy, for example, have 
given rise to the conclusion that the 
tragic conflagration might easily have 
been avoided. 

The fire is now said to have started 
in an elevator shaft, where many 
similar fires have been caused by the 
combustion of oils used for lubrica- 
tion. These accumulated lubricants 
are often set afire by 4 carelessly 
flipped cigarette putt. :

‘Mid pleasures and palaces though we 
may roam, 


Be it ever so humble, there's no place 
like home. 


HE man who wrote those words, 
and gave the English-speaking 
world its most poignant hymn to 

domesticity, spent 
a lifetime looking 
for a place to write 
them about. For 
60 years John How- 
ard Payne roamed 
through pleasures 
and palaces, but he 
never found the 
haven that he was 
seeking. 

When workmen 
recently razed a 
group of buildings 
in Washington, D. C., to make room 
for a veterans’ housing project, they 
tore down the one dwelling that the 
wandering actor and playwright 
might have called a home. He died 
in Tunis, almost a hundred years ago, 
_ before he could claim it. 


Payne was one of the most prolific 
authors of his day, but the 55 words 
in the first stanza and chorus of 
“Home Sweet Home” are the only 
ones by which he is remembered. 


Bored and nostalgic, the 3l-year 
old Yankee nomad was working one 
afternoon in 1822 in his garret near 
the Palai Royale in Paris on a pros- 
pective opera. Through the window he 
saw “happy crowds promenading on 
the streets below and suddenly the 
words came rushing into my mind to 
console and refresh my overburdened 
heart.” 

They were words about a humble 
place called home, and 
A charm from the skies seems to 

hallow us there, 
Which seek through the world is 
neer met with elsewhere.

parently referring to his birthplace in 
East Hampton, Long Island, although 
he had disowned it early in life be 
cause he thought it was more fashion- 
able to say he was born in New York 
City. The cottage, its thatch roof re- 
placed by shingles, is maintained by 
the town as a landmark, although it 
is doubtful if Payne even remembered 
't when he wrote 
about it. His family 
moved to Boston 
when he was five 
years old and lived 
there until 1804, 
when he was 13.

“Douglas” at the Park Theatre in 
New York. 

His talent was obvious and his 
friends decided that what 
he needed was a European 
tour. They raised $2,000 
in 1813 and sent him to 
London, although the 
United States was then at 
war with England. Payne 
was imprisoned for two 
weeks at Liverpool but finally was 
allowed to proceed. 

In London he wrote “Brutus,” his 
first success. He had intended to take 
the leading role but his manager, Ed- 
mund Kean, talked him out of it and 
took the part himself. It made Kean 
famous. 

Payne, somewhat disgruntled, de- 
cided to become a producer. It was a 
mistake. Before long he was bankrupt

and in debtor’s prison. He wrote him- 
self out of jail by translating and 
adapting French plays into English. 
The most successful was “Theresa,” 
which paid all his debts and made 
him a free man, 

When he wrote “Home Sweet 
Home” he was working on an opera 
called “Clari, or, the Maid of Milan.” 
His collaborator, Sir Henry Bishop, 
set the words of the song to an old

$250 for his copyright. 


terested in the Cherokee Indians. 

Payne lived with the tribe for sev- 
eral years, studying their habits and 
philosophy, and eventually he took 
up their case against the government. 
It was a lost cause. 

Following his failure to help the 
Cherokees he tried other fields, in- 
cluding journalism, but succeeded in 
none. 

He was penniless in 1842 when 
Daniel Webster and other friends per- 
suaded President Tyler to appoint 
him VU. S. Consul in North Africa. 
After he had been removed by Tyler’s 
successor, music lovers built a com- 
fortable white clapboard house in 
Washington in which they hoped he 
would spend his last years, but he 
died in Tunis in 1852. 

Years later, W. W. Corcoran, 
founder of the Corcoran Art Gallery, 
heard a band playing “Home Sweet 
Home” in Washington and was struck 
by the irony of the author’s foreign 
burial. Through his efforts, Payne's 
body was disinterred and reburied 
on June 9, 1883, in Oakhill Cemetery 

in Georgetown. Presi- 
dent Chester A. Arthur 
and most of his cabinet 
marched in the funeral 
procession to the 
Strains of Payne’s im- 
mortal ballad.

Mrs. de Melker, the officer learned, had in- 
herited an estate worth $6,000 on the death of her 
first husband, ana $20,000 on the death of 
her second. Moreover, a fiance, Herbert 
Fuller, who had died in 1909 some weeks 
before the scheduled nuptials, had made her 
sole beneficiary of his modest estate. 


SIPOISON,” Jansen mused. “Arsenic. 
Strychnine. I'll have to find out where 
she got the stuff,” 

Thereafter he spent many weary days 
checking drug stores and other possible 
sources. The hunt proved fruitless. Jansen 
realized that no further progress could be 
made until the body of Rhodes Cowle, and 
perhaps other bodies, had been exhumed 
and examined. Accordingy, he drew up a 
report of his efforts to date and dispatched 
it to headquarters. 

Result: On the evening of April 25, the 
bodies of Rhodes’ Cowle, his father, and of 
Robert Sproat were secretly exhumed; and 
on April 28 word reached Jansen that 
young Cowle had been killed with arsenic. 

The time had come to go into the open. 

Jansen went into a huddle with various 
officials, then drove to Germiston, accom- 
panied by Dr. MacKenzie, three other detec- 
tives and a wardress. Jansen and a junior 
detective left the others some distance from 
the de Melker home on Simpson East Cot- 
tages, and as they approached the front 
screen door, they saw Mrs. de Melker peer- 
ing at them from behind it.

Each officer carried a specimen of her 
handwriting, so that he might compare it with 
signatures on the druggists’ poison registers. 

Still no result. 

Early in May, Detective Jansen visited a Johan- 
nesburg garage, where Rhodes Cowle had been 
employed. His purpose was to gather evidence 
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to offset the possible defense that Cowle had 
taken the poison himself. Accordingly he asked 
the manager if Cowle had seemed.in good spirits. 
The reply he got was that the young man had 
seemed in excellent health and spirits. 

While they were talking, a young mechanic 
named James Webster joined them and listened in. 

“Do you remember the day he became ill?” 
Jansen asked the mechanic. 

“Indeed, yes.” 

“Do you recall anything peculiar?” 

“No, except that I became ill that day, too.” 

Jansen abruptly lost all interest in the garage 
manager. “What happened?” he asked the 
mechanic. “Did you eat some of Cowle’s lunch?”

Jansen returned to his office, to find that tests 
on the bodies of Daisy’s two previous husbanas 
had revealed traces of strychnine. 

The preliminary hearing neared. The investi- 
gators were still lacking information as to the 
source of the poison. Thus far, there had been 


no publicity about the case. Pub- 

licity was resorted to: the authori 

ties took the Johannesburg Star into their confi- 
dence, and on June 1, the day the hearing opened, 
the paper printed a full report. 

That evening, Abraham Spilkin, a chemist of 
Kenilworth, about eight miles from Johannesburg, 
read the story and saw the picture of Mrs. de 
Melker that had been printed with it. He recog- 
nized the woman as an old customer, whom he 
knew as Mrs. Cowle. Spilkin hastened to his 
records, then called the police. 

“Daisy de Melker bought poison from me six 
days before her son fell sick!” he said. “My 
records show she bought sixpence worth of 
arsenic. She said she wished to destroy a sick cat.” 

The chemist was told not to communicate this 
information to anyone. The reason for this secrecy 
became apparent when further evidence was taken 
on June 4. On that day, the prosecuting barrister, 
Sylvester C. Quinlan, summoned Miss Eileen de 
Melker to the stana for the second time.

Daisy de Melker was convicted on 
Nov. 25, and on Dec. 30 she was hanged. 

Soon afterward, Col. I. P. de Villiers, 
head of the South Africa police, had 
this notice put in his Force Orders: 

“No. 3,872 D. H: Constable J. C. H. 
Jansen, Witwartersrand Division, is com- 
mended for the exceptionally high stand- 
ard of work he performed in the inves- 
tigation and presentation before the 
Courts of the case of Rex Vs. Mrs. de 
Melker.” 

Mechanic Jim Webster also came in 
for praise. He had stopped biting his 
nails.

CRIBBLING, psychologists real- 

ize, is as much a reflection of 

the state and nature of the 
scribbler as is his handwriting. At 
the New York University Clinic for 
Gifted Children we _ turn these 
“doodles” into acceptable art, but we 
do not disturb the basic nature of the 
student. Rather we use the art work 
as a key to understanding the child. 
Through his art we try to mold him 
into a well-integrated individual—a 
good future citizen. 

If the child has a problem—say 
he is lonely or sad—this will be re- 
flected in his art. But you must ask 
him to paint a mood—how he felt 
when he was lonely—rather than to 
maké a picture of a man or an apple. 


For example, look at the picture 
on this page of the boy and his dog 
on a beach. He is portrayed thinking 
and he looks lonesome.

Police Smash Tom Ryan's Bootleg Racing News Service, 
but the Syndicate, Backed by Sawed-Off Shotguns, 
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At First the Raiders Thought Neo 
One Was Home. Then They 
Heard Heavy Breathing Behind 
a Closet Door—and There Wes the 
Racing Service's Head, Ryan, Crouching 
Behind a Valise Crammed With Money.

OR middleaged, balding Thomas J. Ryan, 
Detroit was a hot town. As go-between in 
racing racketeers’ corruption of a whole city 

government, he’d beaten the rap, escaping with a 
$1,000 fine, but a new and honest administration 
had transformed rich pickings into meager ones. 
He headed for the big-time of New York. 

New York a few years ago was—and is—a 
mecca for racing racketeers. It met even Ryan's 
erandiose expectations, for he was able, presently, 
io steal Jim Ragen’s New York race news service, 
as he stole the Detroit race news service, and 
sell it to New York and New Jersey bookmakers 
tor $10,000 a day. 

Easy money, like that, is what’s lured the 
Syndicate to New York, just as other easy money, 
suckers’ money, has lured it to Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Miami, Detroit, Chicago, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles.

can phenomenon 
more vastly degrad- 
ing than  prohibi- 
tion mobs ever were in their heyday. 

Behind its unwritten laws, backing up its 
loosely woven, intricate and widespread organ- 
ization, is mob rule—vits sinister scepter the 
sawed-off shotgun. 

Dregs of the old gangs are its lieutenants: 
bootleggers, hijackers, murderers, vice chiefs, 
swindlers; and mingling with them a new tribe 
as ruthless as any of the others—the black 
market opportunists., 

Their aim is to contro] the biggest loose money 
racket in the world, the gambling racket, and one 
of their chief reasons is that they can steal 
millions and avoid the income tax. They prey 
on the gullible public, which has been educated 
to gamble in states and cities where betting in 
certain months is legal inside the racetrack fence 
but illegal outside the fence; states and cities 


which share in racetracks’ receipts. 

They are preying on the public, and law- 
abiding racing enthusiasts. Steadily, they're 
taking racing over. Wherever there are race- 
tracks, there is racket money. In some of the 
tracks themselves, there is racket money. In 
some of the stables racket money is invested. 

It all tends to put a spurious aspect on racing, 
just as the phony ownership of some horses by 
women gives a false impression. This woman, 
or that one, owns a horse, the public believes; 
more often she doesn’t. People who couldn't get 
into socalled society otherwise are finding an 
easy way in, now, by owning a stable, ostensibly 
in the name of a woman. 

From the Syndicate’s point of view, there’s one 
great essential in racing.

world. Mrs. 
Manos was the 
widow of 2 guer- 
rilla leader who 
had fought many 
battles against 
the Turks, then 
possessors of 
parts of Hellenic 
territory since 
reclaimed by the Greeks.

Thus young Manos grew

Two years later a son was 
born.

At the track, the pari-mutuel takes 10 per 
cent, plus breakage (the odd cents not figured in 
even money pay-offs) and in New York plus the 
city’s five per cent. These percentages stay in 
suckers’ minds. They have a theory that money 
bet away from the track doesn’t affect pari- 
mutuel odds. So they turn to bookies, and bookies 
and horse rooms are the life-blood of the Syn- 
dicate. 

When the public bets a tremendous sum, per- 
haps $500,000, on a favorite to win, the bookies 
lay off a calculated percentage of their bets at 
the track. Some bookies have large sums on 
deposit with track auditors. Frank Erickson car- 
ried $20,000 minimum at many tracks. Their 
bets have a, double purpose; they depress the 
price of a favorite, and they reduce the risk 
to the book. Ri 

Some tracks in recent years have refused to 
accept deposits from big bookigs such as Erickson, 
and from Syndicate representatives and they have 
refused to place bets on orders transmitted by 
telephone or telegraph. But bookies now circum- 
vent that. 

They rent or buy houses overlooking tracks. 
They set up signalling systems such as walkie- 
talkie or semaphore. Bookies’ representatives, 
with plenty of money, are planted at the track. 

On signal from near-by houses, they go to the 

pari-mutuel windows and make the bets that 

enable their employers to lay off risks. 
Bookies’ representatives fix races at every 
track in the United States. The public often 
thinks they fix horses to win. The truth is 
they make their largest clean-ups when they 
fix favorites to lose. 
They fix jockeys, trainers and horses. 

The trainers’ standard pay is a small salary 
plus 10 per cent of the purses which horses from 
his stable may win. The pay of the trainers’ 
assistants—perhaps 10 men for 20 horses—is so 
meager that their only way of making a steady 
income is to tout. ‘The temptation to fix a horse 
is great. 


ONE way to fix a horse to lose is to put salt on 
his tongue and let him drink his fill of water. 
Salt seldom is necessary. Water and oats, before 
a race, will ruin a horse. So will the removal 
of a few calks from his shoes, or the filing down 
of the cleats, A sponge in one nostril will 
do it, or a string tied around his tongue; and 
starting a horse when he isn’t in condition 
will achieve the same end. In the old days, 
great trainers, who knew the running habits 
of their horses, used to remove a horse’s shoes 
to run him in mud The absence of shoes is

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nothing for which a face committee can attack 
a trainer. 

In all America, there is only one racing news 
service which reports by wire entries, scratches, 
track conditions and details of races, with a call 
for all horses at the exact time that races are 
being run. That’s the news service of James M. 
Ragen, of Chicago, whom the Syndicate recently 
tried to murder. Ragen’s observers and telegraph 
operators are in the press box of each track. 
tagen’s integrity is impeccable. His service 
goes out to the Associated Press, the United Press, 
International News Service, newspapers, brokers’ 
offices, and in turn is retailed to handbooks. 
The handbooks can’t operate without it. 


Liomination of Ragen’s news service is the 
goal of the Syndicate. If the Syndicate gets it, 
it will have the precious list of all handbooks 
in America. Then the Syndicate will take over 
the books; later the track and the public. 

The Syndicate, which Ragen exposed before 
he was mangled by gunfire, murdered nine book- 
makers in Chicago’s Loop. ‘And it slays not only 
bookies. A few weeks ago in Providence, R. L, 
a man who’d made a bet was called to the door 
of his home. In the presence of his family, 
shotguns blasted him. The word went out that 
he was shot because he had welched on a bet. 

That’s the Syndicate that has moved in on 
New York and is moving in on racing all over 
America. 

When Ryan, attracted by New York’s racket 
possibilities, moved from Detroit in 1942, he had — 
backers with money and he went into action. 
The word got around: “Ryan’s taking over.” 

The word reached William A. Curley, editor- 
in-chief of the New York. Journal-American, and 
the day it did was a dark one for Ryan’s aspira- 
tions. Curley put three of his crack men, Syd 
Boehm, Frank Donoghue and James Horan, on 
the subject of New York gambling. They turned 
up enough gambling data to produce a series of 
exposes. They, and others on the Journal- 
American staff, went behind the scenes in the 
hide-aways of bookmakers and they picked up 
Ryan’s trail. 

They knew their discoveries were significant, 
and they turned over their facts to the police. 
Then the police worked with them. They set two 
traps, one in downtown New York and another 


uptown, and their objective was to smash the 
bootleg wire service which Ryan was providing 
to bookmakers on the bagis of information stolen 
by tapping the wires of Ragen’s legitimate service. 

On the night before the traps were to be 
sprung, police and Journal-American men, tap- 
ping Ryan’s own telephone wire, heard him dis- 
close to a lieutenant that he knew the town was 
getting too hot for him. This was the con- 
versation: 

Ryan: “We're moving tomorrow!” 

Lieutenant: “To Mi (Miami)? We won't be 
able to get the stuff out!” 

Ryan: “That’s your job. I'm blowing town.”

The Great Lorimer Frame-Up

LARENCE SIDNEY FUNK, austere head of 

International Harvester, stepped off a train in 

Chicago’s Union Station on a crisp October 
morning in 1911 and found himself involved in a 
notorious political frame-up, 

Just returned from a business trip.to Europe, 
he was prepared to supply the graft testimony that 
was destined to boot William (Blond Boss) Lorimer 
out of the United States Senate. He was not pre- 
pared, however, for the hot reception Lorimer’s 
friends had arranged. 


Funk was met at the station by his friend, the 
Smart young detective, William C. Dannenberg, 
who asked: 


“Do you know a gorgeous redhead named 
Josephine Henning?” 

The dignified Mr. Funk, a political innocent, 
looked blank and shook his head. Dannenberg 
grinned and shrugged. 


“Well, you and Josie ought to get acquainted,” 
he said. “Her husband, John C. Henning, filed suit 
an hour ago charging you with alienating her 
affections.” 

The happily married industrialist was shocked. 
He began to comprehend the sort of power an 
Illinois political machine might turn on to prevent 
his appearance before a senatorial committee de- 
termined to find out who had bought Lorimer’s 
seat for him. 

“What do we do?” he asked. And Dannenberg 
answered: 

“We fight, Mr. Funk, and we'd, better take off 
our kid gloves because Ed Hines and his boys are 
using brass knuckles.”

The Hennings escaped punishment. So did 
Steifel and Aileen. Donahoe, convicted, was fined 
2,900 and disbarred 

for life.
